RAILWAY BRIDGE WRECKED. 


Our Londonderry Correspondent states that 
Ballyshannon was late in participating in the 
general strike in sympathy with the Sinn Fein 
hunger-strikers. Handbills, calling for a strike, 
were distributed in the town and district on 
Wednesday evening. From an early hour on 
Thursday morning large numbers of .

Excitement gradually rose, 
back to their club, and the building was then 
attacked with bottles and stones, the “crowd 
smashing the windows and the plate-glass light 
in the door, amid cries of “ Up the rebels ” and 
“ Up Dublin.” 

Eventually some of ihe bolder members of 
the crowd determined. to enter the club, . in 
which it was known there were no arms. A 
fierce fight ensued. The defenders kept their 
assailants back with chairs and other furniture, 
and gradually drove them out. They next threw 
up a barricade inside the -building, and waited 
in the hope of the arrival of a detachment from 
Ebrington. Military Barracks. A large queue 
had formed up for the “second house” at the 
Empire Theatre lower down Carlisle road, but 
when' the surging crowd came down the street 
the qucue broke up in disorder and thronged 
into the theatre vestibule for shelter from the 
revolver ‘shots which were now ringing out in 
the streets. The occupants of the “first house ”’ 
rushed out, women,screamed, and there was a 
scene of wild~-confusion. Some. soldiers who 
were making Aheir way into the “ second house" 
were set u and beaten. 

MANY BAYONET CHARGES. 

Meantime the few policemen in Carlisle road 
were doing their best to: protect the soldiers, 
and they were reinforced by a number of police- 
men who had been in reserve in The Diamond. 
The police fixed bayonets, and. got orders to 
clear the street. The crowd scattered in 
disorder, and many persons were knocked down 
and trampled. After the first rush back the 
crowd re-formed and attacked the police with 
stones, iron bolts, bottles, and pieces of met«! 
spouting. Revolver shots were also fired at the 
police, and a bayonet charge followed, to which 
the crowd replied with more stones and shots. 
This sort of work wenf on for nearly an hour. 
and bayonet charges, before which the crow1 
invariably retreated, were frequent. At one 
stage the firing at the police up a narrow Jane 
near the theatre became so serious that the 
police, it is stated, fired two rounds over the 
heads of the crowd.’ 

Shorily afterwards two hundred of the Dorset 
Regiment, who had been hurriedly summoned 
from Ebrington Barracks, arrived at the double. 
They wore war service helmets and carried rifles, 
and formed up near the theatre, while the, police 
drove the crowd up Ferryquay street to the 
Diamond. The crowd constantly returned to tho 
attack, stoning. the police, and’ calling them 
assassins and murderers. Some ‘fourteen or 
fifteen bayonet charges were considered neces- 
sarv, during which pandemonium reigned. The 
crowd yelled, windows were smashed. and re- 
volvers ewere fired. The police called cn the 
shopkeepers to close their premises, and the 
Rev. Walter O'Neill, Roman Catholie ‘Adminis- 
trator, arrived on the scene, and exhorted the 
crowd to go home. 

PARTY SPIRIT. 

Later, at night, exciting intérchanges took 
Mace between Unionists and Nationalists at the 
oot of Fountain street and the head of Bridge 
street. The Unionists sang “ Rule, Britannia 
and “ Derry Wallis,” and the Sinn Feiners re- 
plied with “ The Soldier’s Sone ” and “God 
Save Iréland.” Stones were exehanged, but be- 
yond window-breaking nothing serious occurred, 
A military guard kept the parties apart.

POLICE BARRACK ATTACKED. 

The discharge of Verey lights gave the alarm 
that Lecky road Pclice Barrack was being at- 
tacked. The barrack is in the heart of an 
essentially Nationalist quarter, and was 
_urrisoned by a sergeant and five policemen, 
Before the attack an attempt had been unsuc- 
cessfully made “te decoy ‘part of the garrison 
out by reports of disturbances in the vicinity, 
District Inspector McDonagh, with policemen, 
and a detachment of military, quickly re- 
sponded to the 8.0.8. signal. As they ran at 
the double from The Diamond down Fahan 
street they were assaulted with revolver fire 
from houses on each side. On arriving at 
Lecky road they found the garrison bravely 
defending the barracks with rifle fire. The 
crowd had been attacking it with revolvers and 
stones for over half an hour, and when the 
reinforcements came on the scene all policemen 
in the barrack had been struck with stones. 
After the new arrivals had taken up positions 
several volleys had to be fired hefore: the crowd 
could be got back and the barrack saved, The 
conduct of the crowd is described as most de- 
termined, and District Inspector McDonagh s 
handling of his men is highly praised. County 
Inspector Carey was in general charge of the 
police. 

At the various Roman Catholic churches to- 
dav a letter was read from the Bishop, Dr. 
McHugh, exhorting the people to refrain from 
excitement, and remain indoors at night.
